Carmen Delavellade, enduring purveyor of 
modern dance, and Jennifer Beale, new 
actress and student plucked from obscurity 
to make “Flashdance” one of '83's biggest 
hits. 

Unique? Well, it’s not simply a recitation 
of what the recipients have done, or the 
presentation of a trophy-like so many other 
events involving public and entertainment 
figures.

NAACP hampered by internal woes 


.By all indications, the Freedom Fund Banquet, to celebrate the 
75th anniversary of the birth of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, was a success. Hundreds of 
Central Ohioans showed up to lend their support. Columbus 
Chapter President, C. Norman Collins, said the community sup- 
port was “over and beyond our expectations.” 

Historically, the organization is noted far its fight to end racism 
and discrimination. The past several years we have begun to 
wonder what has happened to the spirit of the local chapter. 

‘At best the organization has been mediocre, It appears to have 
temporarily abandoned its fight against racism and discrimina- 
tion to concentrate on voter registration and increasing the 
NAACP membership, neither of which have shown any 
improvement. 

It's ‘claim to fame’ has been a lawsuit filed in 1983 on behalf of - 
te organization against a local bank alleging discrimination. An 
attempt last Autumn to get black community residents to spend 
two-dollar bills and Susan B. Anthony dollars to show black 
economic strength was a dismal failure. 

Where does the problem tie? Collins said the NAACP has been 
handicapped by financial problems but that the support shown 
by the community to the Freedom Fund Banquet gave the organ- 
ization the boost "to come out and begin to do some things for the 
community.” '

The prospects for the nation’s 
600,000 minority-owned busi- 
nesses appear good in 1984. 

These firms are expanding at a 
steady pace outside the traditional 
realm of “mom and pop” stores to 
growing industries in computers, 
telecommunications, construc- 
tion, and manufacturing, 

For example, last year, the fed- 
eral government purchased nearly 
$5 billion in goods and services 
trom minority-owned firms. The 
Defense Department recorded $3 
billion of those purchases--far 
exceeding federal civilian 
agencies. 

Among the largest Defense con- 
tract awards to minority-owned 
firms were: Guil-Tex Resources, 
Inc., of Freeport, Texas received 
$83 million in contracts for fuel oil;

Consequently, Blacks feel an urgency for some protective force to 
shield them against police brutality, double standards and cover-ups 
just as Black policemen sought legal redress for their grievances. 

Murmann cited statistics of high crime rates in the Black community. 
But he failed to cite thé high unemployment rate among Black youths 
and their elders, because most of the jobs available first go to whites. 

This of course is no justification for commiting crimes. But let us face 
the lesue squarely. Hard times is a breeding ground for crime. The 
community under such circumstances becomes a jungle where the law 
of survival becomes the first law of nature and the greatest drive In 
mankind. It Is a law so fundamental that It oftentimes turns man against 
his own to survive. 

Blacks prey on Blacks because Biacks are readily accessible to each 
other. And by doing #0 it explodes the theory some whites hold that 
Biecks.ere vindictive toward them when they are the victims of Black 
crime. But under similar circumstances history has proven that whites 
too prey on each other in criminal ways, so there is nothing phenomenal 
about selecting a crime victim when a person is facing sheer desperation 
or simply manifesting criminal tendencies. 

For whatever reason the Cleveland police fear a civillan review board, 
they will have to learn to live with it. Because when the issue is placed on 
the ballot, all those Blacks, whites and Hispanics who have been 
offended by the paiice will secretly cast their ballots without fear or 
frustration from the police, Then perhaps the problem of curbing police 
misconduct will be solved.

Sowel) to me summarizes one of 
the major points of his newest 
book, “The Economics and Polit- 
ics of Race” (William Morrow Co.). 
It ghould come as quite a shock to 
the many Afro-Americans who 
preter political activity over eco- 
nomic growth. To the Blacks who 
understand that a political system 
serves the economic interests of a 
nation state, it is a cogent fact of 
life. 

“When | look at the groups that 
have had spectaculer rises, like the 
Jews or Chinese, they are almost 
invartably groups that stayedaway 
from’potitics. And they usually 
stayed away until after they 
became affiuent, some of them 
then could afford to go into polit-

The university charged that the 
judge had been an attorney ine 
statewide desegregation case. It 
also claimed that Judge Clemon 
might show bias because his 
children were potential members 
of'a class of Black school children 
who would be affected by the,out-

Mrs. Collins started her West-

forced stereotypes. With $5000 
from her Chicago Teachers Pen- 


sion Fund, she converted a couple 
of rooms in her home to a one- 
room schoolhouse, and Westside 
Prep was born. Her school has 
grown since then - from 18 to over 
200 students, from one teacher to 
five, and from a room upstairs to 
the acquisition of two buildings 
owned by the school. But the basic 
philosophy has not changed. 

Westside Prep treats all students 
- black, white, wealthy and welfare 
recipients -.the same, and gives to 
each child a sense of self-esteem, 
self-determination and pride. 

Mrs. Collin’s topic she plans to 
address in Canton will be “Relight- 
ing the Candie of Excellence.” 

In away, she does for her lecture 
audiences exactly what she does 
for her students. She teaches suc- 
cess.

1-670 loan bill —

State Sen. Richard Pfeiffer (D-Columbus) 
is floating a proposal to alter legislation 
legalizing the Central Ohio Transit Authori- 
ty’s attempt to loan $10 million to the state to 
assist in the completion of 1-670. 

Pfeiffer is proposing such a change 
because he feels that “the issue before the 
legislature is not whether 1-670 is going to 
be built or not, but whether a political subdi- 
vision can loan money if it chooses.” The 
change would not affect the loan provisions 
of the bill as it passed the House of 
Representatives.

I'm sure you have heard all of 
those phrases before. They 
can't all be true at the same 
time, yet each position has its 
defenders. Clubs, Shafts, 
Swingweight-whatever the 
topic golfers, golf experts and 
golfing equipment manufac- 
turers all have something to 
say, and it’s not all the same. 

Here, then, is.an analysis of 
the above mentioned “Heart of 
the golf club." The Shaft is 
the heart of the golf club, the 
Hickory shaft, the mistle shaft, 
the sheath covered steel shaft, 
the tear drop shaft, the union 
shaft, the true temper limber 
shaft, the dynamic shaft, the 
pro fit shaft, the staff shaft, the 
aluminum shaft, the light- 
weight steel shaft, the carbon 
graphite shaft, that's a lot of 
shafts. 

While the iron head advo- 


cates can't boast ofa myriad of 


offerings as can the shaft 
advocates, they tout the virtues 
of the carbon steel iron head 
which, has been claimed, has 
perfect density. There is, also, 
the stainless steel iron head 
with investment castings for 
clubs of consistent density. 
Completing this list are the 
narrow sole iron heads, wide 
sole iron heads, sweet spot on 
iron heads, sweet spot on iron, 
off set on iron heads, short 
hosels on iron heads, and toe- 
heel weighting on iron heads. 


If you are not overwhelmed 
by the shaft and iron head 
advocates, the wood advo- 
cates also believe that their 
head is the heart of the golf 
club. They offer wood heads 
which proffer the soft feel of 
persimmon; the consistent feel 
of laminated wood heads, 
there @ 2 metal heads, also, 
steel face inserts, cyolac face 
inserts and such benefits as the 
wood head's lower center of 
gravity, deep face wood heads 
for contral, shallow faces for 
3asy play, and toe-heel 
weighting. 


“The wood head, especially 
the driver, is the heart of any 
set of golf clubs” one is apt to 
hear. The shaft, the iron head, 
and the wood head are all 
somehow the heart of the golf 
club. Such claims are all over- 
worked. All of the manufactur- 
ers of the previously menti- 
oned component parts of a golf 
club claim responsibility for 
the efficiency of the golf club. 
Well, so do the makers of the 
golf grip. You've heard it before 
-the grip is the heart of the golf 
club. The leather golf grip 
gives the golfer the soft, sweet 
smell he likes, according to its 
makers. The cordine grip 4s 
noted for its firmness while the 
composition grip is the longev- 
ity aspect. The Manufactirers 
of the grip claim responsibility 
for the efficiency of any and all 
golf clubs. These overworked 
claims that each is the heart of 
the golf club will rest here as 
the discussion swings to a dis- 
cussion of swing weight. 

The swingweight is here to 
Stay, nas been the school of 
thought of some in past years, 
the emphasis on swingweight 
has been pronounced and def- 
inite. In a sense this emphasis 


has been deplorable. It is 
deplorable in view of the ines- 
capable fact that reputable 
manufacturers have known, for 
years, that swingweight, in 
itself, is not the ultimate 
answer to the duffers eternal 
quest for the perfectly efficient 
golf club. 

Swingweight is a term which 
expresses the relationship 
between the shaft length and 
the weight of a golf club. For 
more than forty years, swing- 
weight has been the accepted 
method for matching clubs. 
The purpose of which is to 
make each club in a set swing 
and feel alike. Feel-is that 
intangible something which all 
golfers search for, When you
